4. The most related references to the claimed invention are Murai (US. Pat. #: 6,563,817) 
and (US. Pat. #: 6,208,639), Hokari (US. Pat. #: 5,442,622) and Mano (US. Pat. #: 5,737,390). 
None of them, in combination or alone, as well as the other prior art of record clearly teach or 
fairly suggest the combination of elements of the structure of the exchange which are recited in 
the independent claims 1, 7 and 17.
